Fred Lockhart Thought 
To Have Fled State 
Chain Gang in 1931.

Fred Lockhart, 38-year-old sales- 
man, who was saved from mob violence 
early. Thursday at Shreveport, La., 
after he had confessed attacking and 
murdering a 16-year-old schoolgirl, is 
believed to be the same man who once 
was sentenced to hang for attacking a 


young white woman near Cordele and 
who escaped from the Murray coun- 
ty chain gang after his death sentence 
had been commuted to life imprison- 
. — by Governor Clifford Walker in 
1926. 

Though Lockhart denied he was the 
same man, Louisiana authorities said 
his description fitted that of the fugi- 
tive, particularly a heart and dagger 
tattoo on the left forearm. 

Records of the prison commission 
show that the escape was known in 
Georgia as Fred Lockhardt, alias D. 
Bunce Napier, and that he escaped 
from a gang near Chatsworth in Au- 
gust, 1931. 

Lockhardt, or Lockhart, alias Na- 
pier, was convicted on criminal as- 
sault in the Crisp superior court early 
in 1926 and his conviction and death 
sentence upheld by the supreme court. 

The executive minutes of the gov- 
ernor’s office show that Governor 
Walker granted him a 60-day reprieve 
and had him examined by alienists 


who reported that he was a mental. 


defective and “did not know right 
from wrong.” The sentence was then 
commuted to life imprisonment and the 
sent to Murray county, 


where he remained until his escape 


was reported.

taxes. 

This indorsement of the findings of 
a ways and means subcommittee head- 
ed by Representative Vinson, demo- 
crat, Kentucky, was coupled with a 
demand that the farm administration 
“exercise such powers as may be vest- 
ed in it to insure that the tax on to- 
bacco products shall be reflected equi- 
tably in increased prices to the tobac- 
co grower for his tobacco and in re- 
duced price to the consumer.”

The control bill, introduced in the 
h.use by Representative Kerr, demo- 
erat, North Carolina, is modeled after 
the Bankhead cotton production con- 
trol measure. It would levy a tax of 
25 per cent of the market value on all 
tobacco sold. 

Farmers co-operating in the reduc- 
tion program, however, would be given 
sales warrants for their allotted 
poundage and these warrants would be 
accepted as payment of the tax up to 
the pro rata share of poundage. 

Growers not co-operating in the 
program would not be given warrants 
and therefore would be forced to pay 
the tax on any tobacco they sold. 
Likewise, co-operating farmers wish- 
ing to sell more than their pro rata 
share would also be liable for the 


tax 
Kentuckian’s Comment. 

Desha Breckenridge, publisher of 
the Lexington (Ky.) Herald and rep- 
resenting Governor Ruby Lafoon, of 
that state, said he was not familiar 
with the bill and therefore declined 
to vote on it. Breckenridge said he 
was under the impression the confer- 
ence was called solely to regiment 
strength in favor of the tax reduc 
tion.

$200,000,000 of New Allot- 
ment Would Go to Old 
Projects and Remainder 
to New. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—(@M)— 
Congress will be asked to authorize 
$500,000,000 for public works expen- 
ditures in the next fiscal year, be- 
ginning July 1. 

That amount was fixed at a confer- 
ence today between President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Ickes. 

Although considerably smaller than 
the $3,300,000,000 originally allocated 
for public works and now virtually 
exhausted. “‘etments to some 5,000 
federal and non-federal projects, the 
sum is considered sufficient to carry 
on larger projects for which only par- 
tial allotments were made from the 
original fund. 

In addition, it is expected that mare 
than $100,000,000 will be available for 
allotment to non-fedéral projects. Ap- 


plications for money for this type of 
project now on file total 83,500,000, 
000 


Projects which will have to be car- 
ried forward out of the new fund in- 
clude the $63,000,000 Grand Coulee 
dam, for which $15,000,000 was allo- 
cated for additional work; the $22,- 
700,000 Casparati irrigation project 
in Wyoming, for which $12,000,000 
was allotted; the $84,000,000 Fort 
Peck dam, for which $25,000,000 was 
set aside; the $44,000,000 Bonneville 
dam in Oregon, for which $20,000, 
was put up, and the $109,000,000 
Boulder Canyon project, for which 
$38,000,000 was allotted. 

Officials said other demands on the 
new fund may be made by the navy 
for ship construction, by the army for 
rebuilding, and other departments, 
such as the postoffice department for 
new postoffice buildings. 

Secretary Ickes is known to be 
anxious to have states which were 
prevented by constitutional limitations 
from participating to any large ex- 
tent in the previous fund to have an 
opportunity of obtaining money from 
the new $500,000,000 chest.

ROME, Ga., April 18.—A glowing 
tribute to President Franklin Roose- 
velt and the lauding of his “new 
deal” by President J. Sid Tiller, of 
the Georgia Federation of Labor, fea- 
tured the opening session of the 36th 
annual session of the labor body here 
today. 

Close to 500 delegates and visitors 
were present when the convention was 
called to order. Judge John W. 
Bale, speaking for the city, and Wyatt 
Foster, secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce, representing his organiza- 
tion, welcomed the delegates, the re- 
sponse being by Tiller, whose remarks 
concerning the industrial situation 
were made preceding his annual re- 


rt. 

The “new deal” policies of President 
Roosevelt “have brought order out of 
chaos in this country,” he said. He 
also lauded those employes who “even 
in the worst period of the depression 
kept faith with their workers by giv- 
ing them work, even thodgh it often 
meant personal sacrifice and monetary 
loss upon the part of the employer.” 

The afternoon session was given 
over to routine business and prepara- 
tion was made for the big mass meet- 
ing to be held tonight. The conven- 
tion will be in session three days. 

Tiller declared that Georgia’s com- 
paratively calm industrial situation is 
traceable to three things—fair dealing 
by the organized workers, a fine de- 
gree of sympathy and understanding 
on the part of the employers, and 
the guidance of President Roosevelt 
in a most critical period of Ameri- 
can history. 

“I take this opportunity to pay 
tribute to the man and his admin- 
istration,” he said. 

“I am not putting it too strongly 
when I say that a far more serious 
revolution than that of 1776 was im- 
pending when Franklin D. Roosevelt 
appeared on the scene and led us out 
of chaos and despair. We gladly rec- 
ognize him as our national leader, hail

The speaker stated that city, county 
and state governments should not 
shirk their duty in providing funds to 
supplement the government aid given 
Georgia for human relief work. 

In his report President Tiller paid 
tribute to the work of the regional 
labor board, with Marion Smith as 


chairman and Dr. Harvey W. Cox, 


head of Emory University, as vice 
chairman. He recommended that the 
convention take steps to insure the 
permanence of such a court of in- 
dustrial relations along the lines of 
the Wagner bill now pending in con- 
gress. He also commended the work 
of the state textile industrial rela- 
tions board, headed by Professor 
Thomas H. Quigley, of Georgia Tech, 
and urged textile workers and em- 
ployers to submit their problems to 


this tribunal. 
Speaks. 


George L. Googe, southern repre- 
sentative of the American Federation 
charged in an address that under- 
handed detectives” hired by employers 
to spy upon organized labor had done 
more to cause unrest in industry than 
any other factor. 

Googe was the principal speaker at 
the mass meeting of the convention, 
and declared that the employer who 
desired could get the same informa- 
tion he paid detectives to get, by ap- 
plying at the office of the federation 
of labor. 

“Here in Rome,” Googe asserted, 
“the textile industry employers have 
spent thousands of dollars to collect 
information about organized labor in 
order to prevent unrest and the activ- 
ities of these detectives hired with this 
money creates the very unrest the em- 
ployer is so anxious to avoid.” 

The purpose of organized labor, 
Googe continued, is not to create un- 
rest in industry but to further the 
cause of understanding between em- 
ployer and employe. 

“We are not interested so much in 
wages and hours,” he declared, “but 
in building a good citizenship and un- 
til that goal is accomplished we are 
going to fight every step of the way.”

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 18.—() 
T. A. Furlong, commander of the Sa- 
vannah Post of the American Legion, 
reported here today from Atlanta that 
he had been given definite assurance 
that $100,000 in FERA funds would 
be allocated for the rehabilitation of 
oyster beds in Georgia’s coastal coun- 
ties, and that work will begin as soon 
as statistics for the project can be 
compiled in Washington. 

Furlong was accompanied to At- 
lanta by G. D. Newton and Charles 
Cochran, of Savannah. While there 
they made a brief call on Governor 
Talmadge. 

Furlong said that last year between 
50,000 and 100,000 bushels of oysters 
were shipped out of Georgia’s oyster 


8. 

“With the rehabilitation of the in- 
dustry,” he said, we intend to in- 
crease permanently the number of 
people employed from 1,000 to 15,000 
in three years. 

“We will remove 100,000 bushels 
of oysters from poiluted or condemned 
areas. These will free themselves of 
ee in 15 days and will be ready 
or the market by September. 

“It is also intended to plant 400,- 
000 bushels of sea oysters, which in 
the course of two years will be in- 
creased five times, making a total of 
2,000,000 bushels. 

“In addition, we will plant 250,000 
bushels of oyster shells. The spawn 
the shells gather this season will be 
oysters ready for the market in three 
years.” 

Furlong said the Georgia oyster has 
twice the food value of any other 
oyster and that the rehabilitation plan 
will in no way flood the Georgia 
oyster market. 

“The output of the beds under the 
rehabilitation plan will create no sur- 
plus,” he said, “but will find a ready 
market in the state. Some of the 
larger cities now bring in from out- 
side the state as many as 25,000 
bushels a week.“

Coolidge visited there and were en- 
tertained by the spirituals and other 
songs sung by negroes who have 
lived on the island for generations. 

Herbert Hoover also was a guest 
there during the time he was presi- 
dent. 

Sapeloe proper, inhabited by some

History of Century-Old Cane 
Sought by Present Owner Here 


On October 1, 1836, a gentleman 
named “H. Averill Crane” presented 
an ebony walking cane to Henry Tuck- 
er Hall, of McIntosh county, Georgia. 
That cane is today the property of 
H. T. Heery, of 820 Dixie avenue, 
N. E.. Atlanta. It was given to 
Mr. Hee by his father, Dr. Doc 
Heery, whose father-in-law was the 
Henry Tucker Hall who first owned 
the walking stick. 

Who H. Averill Crane was and the 
reason for his gift are not known 
today to Mr. Heery or members of 
his family. That it was a present 
of value and to be prized is evidenced, 
not only by the way it has remained 
in the one family through all the 
years, but by the cane itself. 

It is made of ebony, its black wood 
beautifully polished. It is 34 1-2 
inches long, straight and true today. 
Its ivory knob is slightly yellowed 
by age but it has that delicate patina 
that comes only from long use and 
is so admired by collectors of an- 
tiques. 

There is a hole through the staff, 


five inches from the top, intended 
to hold a wrist strap. The hole is 
gold mounted. 

On a gold plate, on the knob, is 
the inscription. In the center is the 
monograg, “HTH,” in fine script, 
while engraved in a circle around is 
“Presented to Henry Tucker Hall, 
of McIntosh county. Geo.—By H. 
Averill Crane, October Ist. 1836.” 

Mr. Hall was in Atlanta during 
the War Between the States. He 
was injured, in some manner not now 
known, by a federal army wagon at 
the capture of Atlanta and died here 
shortly after. 

There is a legend in the Heery 
family that the wood of the cane was 
taken from the City of Savannah, first 
steamship to cross the Atlantic under 
her own power, which sailed from 
Savannah in 1819. In view of the 
date on the cane, 1836, this is chrono- 
logically possible.

The rioters once were dispersed 
after 15 minutes of brisk battling 
with police, only to reassemble in 
front of the police station and re- 
sume the fray. They finally scat- 
tered before an assault by 50 police- 
men, swinging night-sticks. 
Thirty-five rioters were arrested. 
The police injuries consisted of one 
possible skull fracture, two broken 
wrists, stab and slash wounds and 
one case of possible internal inju- 
ries from a kick in the stomach.

THE LOTTERY BILL. 

Representative Kenney, of New 
Jersey, author of the bill establish- 
ing a national lottery that, it is 
predicted, would bring a billion 
dollars annually into the federal 
treasury, takes the position that 
such a lottery would not involve 
gambling, but the history of the 
numerous lotteries held in the early 
history of the United States does 
not uphold this position. It was 
because of the evils resulting from 
the gambling phase of the lotteries 
that they were gradually aban- 
doned. 


In the olden days, when the coun- 
try was in its infancy, and local 
governments were.hard put to it to 
find the money with which to con- 
Struct necessary public improve- 
ments, lotteries were generally re- 
sorted to as the means of financing 
a wide variety of projects, run- 
ning all-the way from lighthouses 
to schools. 

Many of these lotteries were 
fostered’ not only by public offi- 
cials and leading citizens, but by 
leaders of the church, and even 
church building funds were swelled 
in this way. 

Representative Kenney bases his 
belief that an American national lot- 
tery can be conducted without evil 
effects not only on the lotteries 
held in the country a century ago, 
but upon advices from government 
officials in Italy, Germany, Russia, 
Spain, Turkey, Cuba, the Argentine 
and Ireland, where lotteries con- 
stitute a major part of govern- 
mental financing. 

Advocates of the Kenney meas- 
ure present as a further argument 
in favor of the project that an 
American lottery would prevent the 
huge sums—estimated at from a 
half to a billion dollars—from going 
out of this country each year for 
tickets in foreign lotteries. A re- 
cent drawing of the Irish sweep- 
stakes lottery took $16,000,000 
out of New York city alore. 

A further beneficial effect is 
cited in the influence a national 
lottery would exert in stamping out 
the racket“ games that are now, 
in practically every city of the 
country, being used as the medium 
to secure many thousands of dol- 
lars daily from gullible betters“ 
on figures of various kinds.

Just before sailing from New Tork 
and with my trunks safely on board 1 
went back to Broadway once more 
it's hard to break away—and saw the 
new German films called “Tannen- 
berg.” The name is taken from the bat-

of men perished. But the picture shows 
little of these horrors. If war must 
be, you would like it to be as simple 
and harmless as it is pietured here. 
One of the critics said: “What there 
kes ae * echt a

among neighbors.” But that is because 
the war between Russia and Germany 
in those early days of 1914-1915 was 
fought before tanks came into action, 
before 2 gas was made use of 
and before the opposing forces had 
entrenched. It was a running fight, 
with masses of civilians pulling up 
> and wandering over the country- 
side. 

In presenting this picture in Amer- 
ica the German firm which turned it 
out remarks that no propaganda of 
any sort was intended. It is, so they 
say. a historical document, and I think 
they are right in characterizing it in 
that way. There are plenty of actual 
shots taken at the front and maps 
show the strategy employed by Mar- 
shal Hindenburg in maneuvering the 
Russians into the trap. In this way the 
film becomes a glorification of the 
“Iron Man” who is now president of 
the German Reich. 

I would like to know what General 
Ludendorff and a few others think of 
the film. But, I suppose, we will never 
know. Ludendorff is silent now. The 
chief of the French general staff, 
General Buat, wrote a whole book to 
show that Ludendorff and not Hin- 
denburg won that battle. Rathenau in 
his memoirs say that Hindenburg had 
not the faintest conception of the 
position of the armies and that the 
generals frequently kept him in bliss- 
ful ignorance of what was going on 
at the front. The marshal never lost 
an hour’s sleep during the whole war. 
He was a mere figurehead. But he 
had this much sense that he kept news 
of German victories which occurred 
on a Saturday till next Monday and 
then gave it out so that the children 
of Germany could have a holiday in 
celebration. 

“Tennenberg” is not a stirring pic- 
ture. There is a love theme interwov- 
en with it, but that doesn’t improve

For, in nearly every congressional 
district where there are closed banks, 
there are de

them as a benefactor of such virtue 
that they are willing to help him get 
elected or re-elected—if he will only 
get them the money they lost. ; 

But—and here's the rub—it will 
take about $2,500,000,000 to pay off 
claims that are believed to be worth- 
less against closed banks. Of this 
amount, about $1,300,000,000 repre- 
sents claims of depositors against 
banks in the federal reserve system 
and the remainder is in the state 
banks.

About 3750,000, 000 has been ad- 
vanced by the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation as a loan against good 
assets held by closed banks, and it is 
believed there may be another 5750, 
000,000 available some day for deposi- 


ors. 
The federal government does not 
consider itself responsible for these 


losses any more than it is account- 


able for the losses suffered by per- 
sons who speculated in the stock mar- 
ket or made unwise investments. 
The argument usually made by de- 
3 is that the government should 
ave supervised the banks and pre- 
vented the losses, but at no time did 
the banking supervisors of the govern- 
ment have the power to control com- 
pletely the lending or investing poli- 
cies of banks which resulted in the 
losses. Hence, to the extent that con- 
ress took no steps to protect bank 
osses, or the extent to which the 
government had a part in the causes 
of the depression itself, it may be 
said that a certain moral responsi- 


| bility attaches to the government. 


Railroad Losses. 

There is, on the other hand, a large 
loss suffered by investors in railroad 
securities. They might say that, since 
the interstate commerce commission 
was set up to regulate the railroads 
and fix freight rates, the federal gov- 
ernment is today responsible for the 
losses incurred by investors in many 
billions of dollars of railroad stocks 
and bonds. 

I was talking with J. F. T. O’Con- 
nor, the comptroller of the currency, 
about the bill pending in congress and 
opposed by President Roosevelt which 
would, if passed, obligate the federal 
government to pay out about $2,500,- 
000,000 to depositors in closed banks. 

“I wonder,” said Mr. O’Connor, “if 
the public realizes that 44 per cent 
of money paid to the depositors who 
had money in closed banks would go 
to one-half of 1 per cent of the peo- 
ple, indeed to the wealthier classes in 
this country. For if we paid off per- 
sons in closed banks we could not 
discriminate as between those who 
would be benefited, whether they were 
rich or poor.

“The figures show, for instance, that 
97 per cent of all the depositors in 
the banks of this country today have 
less than $2,500 on deposit and that 
the average balance is Now, we 
have already paid out 50 per cent as 
an average on the worthwhile assets 


remaining in closed banks and that's 


a very expeditious performance, judg- 
ing by the way we used to liquidate 
closed banks. 
“Tt has been suggested that som 
of these values of the assets on hand 
will increase in the course of time. 
But we forget that loans made on 
apartment buildings that are wearing 
out because they are not economically 
sound from a rental basis, or loans 
originally made to corporations now 
in receivership, or bankrupt, will never 


reach the point of paying out, no mat- 


ter what the future price will be. 
Also, these loans were never made at 
1926 prices, but at 1929 levels. Hence, 
it is impossible to reach original values 
even if we wait five years or more, 
as has been suggested. 

“Now we are going to liquidate 


every worthwhile asset from which 


we can possibly get money, but, sooner 

or later, the people must realize that 

a large part of the money in closed 

banks was lost and cannot be restored.

“T don’t see why the government 
should make good the losses of any 
individual or bank or corporation. We 
can punish the persons guilty, but 
why should the government pay back 
money that has been lost either t rough 
the exercise of human judgment or 
the money lost by outright theft or 
embezzlement?. It is a wrong theory 
of governmental responsibility alto- 
gether.” 

In a sense, the talk of government 
guarantee of bank deposits, which now 
is in effect for deposits up to $2,500, 
has, perhaps, done more to foster the 
idea of government responsibility for 
bank deposits than anything else. It 
is producing a curious psychology of 
paternalism and this was one of the 
reasons the banks themselves fought 
the present insurance deposit plan, ac- 
cepting it reluctantly because their 
membership in the federal reserve sys- 
tem might be forfeited if they did not 

o along with the plan. The presi- 
dent is in favor of holding the plan 
at the 32,500 limit without insuring 
the bank deposits above that limit. 


But the popular impression, fostered 80 


by members of congress, may be that, 
if the government now undertakes re- 
sponsibility for any bank deposits, 
why isn’t the government responsible 
for past losses, too? Thus does the

“Her mind is not at all normal, 
however,” one doctor declared.

On Smoking by College Girls 


By RALPH T. JONES. 
Vassar, Sophie Newcomb, Randolph- 
Macon, Hollins and Sweet Briar are 
among American colleges or finishing 


schools for young women where smok- 
ing, more or less restricted, is per- 
mitted to students. Gunston Hall, 
District of Columbia, does not per- 
mit student indulgence in cigarettes 
at all. 

On the other hand, three out of 
five colleges for women in Georgia 
prohibit smoking, as revealed Wednes- 
day by parents of Atlanta girls at- 
tending these institutions. Smoking, 
under certain restrictions, is permit- 
ted at the University of Georgia 
among its co-eds, students at the Co- 
ordinate Collége, and at Brenau Col- 
lege in Gainesville. It is strictly for- 
bidden, however, at Georgia State Col- 
lege for Women at Milledgeville, at 
Bessie Tift College at Forsyth, and 
at Wesleyan College at Macon. 

How other girls’ schools handle the 
smoking question was given Wednes- 
day by parents of many Atlanta girls, 
now away at school or graduates of 
the institutions, following the recent 
revolt by some students at Agnes Scott 
College against the stringent anti- 
smoking rules in force at the Decatur 
institution. 

Miss Mary Gildersleeve, principal 
of Gunston Hall, District of Celum- 
bia, fashionable junior college for 
girls, stated in Atlanta Wednesday 
that smoking was not permitted in 
that institution. The average age of 
the Gunston Hall girls Miss Gilder- 
sleeve estimated at 18. When asked 
if she had reason to believe that the 
students smoked sub rosa, she said she 
“hoped not.” 

On the other hand, Mrs. Jack Thie- 
sen, of Atlanta, whose daughter is a 
student at Gunston Hall, said that 
while she knew the use of cigarettes 
was forbidden for students there, she 
thought it probable that many of the 
girls “smoke on the sly.” 
sume they do.“ said Mrs. 

“They are an average group of mod- 
ern girls. I believe.“ 
Rules at Schools Sought. 

Rules regarding smoking at various 
schools and colleges for girls were 
asked, either of the girls themselves, 
or their parents, in an effort to find 
whether Dr. J. R. McCain, president 
of Agnes Scott College, is aligned with 
modern pedagogical practice in his 
recent ruling that girls at his college 
could not smoke even if several hun- 
dred withdrew from school rather than 
submit to the ban. 

Sophie Newcomb, Vassar, Randolph- 
Macon, Hollins and Sweet Briar al- 
low their girls to smoke, under various 
regulations. And every Atlanta moth- 
er asked about this issue, whose 
daughter is a student or who is her- 
self an alumna of one of these schools, 
expressed the opinion that it is the part 
of wisdom to permit the schoolgirls to 
pay their tribute to Lady Nicotine in 
thoroughly legal form. 

Mrs. John R. Pattillo, whose daugh- 
ter, Laura Lee, is at Sophie New- 
comb, said that a smoking room was 
provided for the girls there and that 
her daughter frequently referred to 
the informal gatherings there with 
cigarettes after dinner. 

“I wouldn't dream of telling my 
daughter, or any modern girl of 19 or 
20. that she couldn’t do anything,” 
said Mrs. Pattillo. “I never worr 
about my girl's habits, because 
know her well enough to know there 
could be no ground for worry. I do 
think the girls at Sophie Newcomb 
observe the rules against smoking in 
classrooms, on the campus or in pub- 
lic places quite completely. You see, 
when they are provided a place for 
smoking there is not the temptation 
to indulge secretly.” 

Mrs. n Not Critical. 

Mrs. Hu Richardson, whose 
daughter, Louise, is at Vassar, re- 
ferred to the visit of Dean Thompson, 
of that famous school, to Atlanta a 
few weeks ago. At that time an 
Thompson referred to the status of 
smoking at Vassar in a talk she made 
before the Atlanta Alumnae Society. 

Girls at Vassar have been permit- 
ted to smoke for some time on the 
campus and recently that permission 
was extended to include the girls’ 


Yrooms and the buildings. It has pre- 


viously been forbidden in the rooms 
chiefly because of the fire hazard. 
Mrs. Richardson says she neither 
encourages nor discourages the habit. 
“It is a modern custom,” she said, 
“and, while I don’t smoke myself, it 
is solely because I don’t care for it. 
I have no criticism either for my 
daughter, her friends or my friends, 
who do. My only criticism is that I 
do think it bad for the health of very 
young „people when they smoke to 


excess. 
Limited at Randolph-Macon. 

Miss Sally Spalding, a graduate of 
Randolph-Macon, recalled that smok- 
ing is permitted there in the dormi- 
tories and in private homes, when the 

udents are chaperoned. It is banned, 

wever, in blic places, in tea 
rooms, automo etc. 

“The girls are going to smoke any- 
way, if they want to,” said Miss 
Spalding, “and I think it is much bet- 
ter for the faculty to be reasonable 
about it. I am delighted to notice 
that the girls of today are getting 
more and more privileges. I think it 
a good thing.”

Under the Agnes Scott rules, the 
only places where students can smoke, 
in thoroughly lawful collegiate man- 
ner, are their own homes and the 
homes of their hostesses. 

Georgia Co-eds May Smoke. 

Students at the Co-ordinate college 
at Athens, the co-eds of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, are permitted to 
smoke in smoking rooms provided for 
the purpose. Mrs. Irving Gresham, 
of Springdale road, however, is one 
Atlanta mother who doesn’t care for 
the idea. Her daughter, Juanita, is 
a student at Athens now. “I don't 
care for the idea,” said Mrs. Gresh- 
am. “Mr. Gresham and I haved ask- 
ed our daughters not to smoke and 
I don’t belieye they do.“ 

Brenau College at Gainesville is an- 
other Georgia school for girls where 
the rules permit students to smoke. 
It must, however, be in the privacy 
of their rooms or homes of their host- 
esses. Or in the sorority houses. It 
is strictly against the rules for a 
Brenau girl to smoke in public. 

The mother of one Atlanta girl at 
Brenau, Mrs. J. E. Pounds, of 10 
Avondale place, approves of, the rule 
there. 1 believe if a girl wants to 
smoke in moderation it is all right 
in her own home or the homes of 
friends,” said Mrs. Pounds. “I don’t 
care to see girls smoking promiscu- 
ously in public, however.“ 

Three Ban Nicotine. 

Bessie ‘Tift, at Forsyth; .Georgia 

State College for Women, at Milledge- 
ville, and Wesleyan College, at Ma- 
con, are among Georgia institutions 
of learning for women that absolute- 
ly prohibit smoking by their students. 
Gnlaiods among parents of students 
at these schools are divided. 
Mrs. Walter Davis, of West How- 
ard street, Decatur, practically in the 
shadow of Agnes Scott, has no per- 
sonal preference in the matter. Her 
daughter, Mary Francis Davis, at- 
. W., where smoking 
is not only forbidden on the campus 
but prohibited altogether for girls 
while they are students there. 

„J expect most of them smoke a 
little on the sly, most college girls 
do,” said Mrs: Davis.. “Personally I 
couldn’t say whether I approve of the 
rule or not. I have never given the 
matter much thought.” 

Mother Approves Ruling. 

Miss Charlotte Arnold, daughter of 
Mrs. Paul Arnold. of Springdale road, 
is a student at Wesleyan. Smoking 
is not permitted at all there. 

“I certainly approve of the ruling,” 
said Mrs. Arnold when questioned. “I 
don’t think college girls ought to use 
cigarets at all. And I don’t think 
the rule is violated by many girls 
at Wesleyan. Of course you will 
always find a few breakers of rules 
and regulations everywhere, but the 
vast majority of the Wesleyan girls, 
I am convinced, obey the non-smok- 
ing rule very graciously.” 

Mrs. Norman Cooledge, of Brook- 
wood, is a former president of the 
Bessie Tift Alumnae Association, 
Smoking there is strictly forbidden, 
on or off the campus. Mrs. Cooledge 
doesn’t believe that the Bessie Tift 
girls smoke on the sly, either. They 
are such a lovely crowd of girls,” 
she said Wednesday night. “I think 
you have only to look at them to 
know they couldn’t be so nice, 80 
healthy and so attractive if they were 
the kind of girls who would smoke 
against the direct rule of their col- 
lege against it.”

It would cripple 
every business enterprise in this entire 
area. Business itself cannot afford 
to let that be done. The order of 
the courts validating this refunding 
issue is final. It settles every issue 
that can be raised against them. This 
is not the creation of a new debt but 
deferring payment on one already 
made. We will take the money which 
we would have to pay to retire the 
original bonds and pay the federal 
government, if we market these se- 
curities. 


“We propose to give purchasers the 
refunding bonds and the original ones. 
That will preclude any contest as to 
the legality of the refunding securi- 
ties, but all such talk about illegality 
is poppycock.“ 

“Where are the bankers?’ Major 
Howell asked as the meeting opened. 

“They were invited, but they have 
not come,’ Key answered. 

When Captain A. J. Holcombe, 
president of the police relief associa- 
tion, said his organization had voted 
to buy the bonds, that the organiza- 
tion is a part of the city, and felt it 
should help, Arkwright responded:

POSITION OF SOUTHERNERS 
BRINGS NO U. S. COMMENT 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—(4)— 
A statement by a southern industrial- 
ist that “secession” may the 
south’s answer to the fight to per- 
petuate wage differentials ¢mpha- 
sized before administration officials 
today the gravity of the southern 
manufacturer‘s position. 

This statement by Theodore Swann, 
chemical manufacturer, before a meet- 
ing of industrialists from southern 
states at Birmingham, drew no offi- 
cial notice. 

However. Alabama coal operators 
who for 10 days have sought unsuc- 
cessfully’ a reconsideration of the 
March 31 NRA mandate which vir- 
tually leveled the wage scales as be- 
tween their mines and northern coal 
fielde interpreted the Birmingham 
meeting as giving reinforcement to 
their efforts to preserve the differ- 
entials. 

The operators have maintained in 
conference after conference with 
NRA officials that lower wages in 
the south ag compared with north- 
ern industry were essential to the 
survival of industry in their region. 
They have cited the “frontier” posi- 
tion of their manufacturing plants, 
the distance of large markets, and a 
lower efficiency of warkers. 

The lower cost of living in the 
south has been pointed to as equala- 
izing the lower wage for the workers, 
who, the operators said, required 
lighter food, clothing, fuel and less 
expensive housing. 


Spreads. 

H. J. Weeks, representing the Ten- 
nessee coal operators who a . 
their wage differential trimmed, said 
tonight the appeal before NRA by 
the coal men had assumed the nature 
of a fight to preserve differential for 
all lines of southern industry. He said 
the narrowi of the span between 
wages in no and southern coal 
areas likely would be followed by 
similar action in other industry.

Physician and Nurse 


Charged With Treating 


Wound of Outlaw. 


MINNEAPOLIS, April 18.—(4)— 
Proof of reports that John Dillinger. 
outlaw fugitive, was wounded in his 
gun fight with officers here March 31 
was claimed tonight by federal authori- 
ties with the arrest of Dr. Clayton 
E. May, Minneapolis physician, and 
a nurse employe. 

The physician, alleged by the gov- 
ernment pursuers of the elusive gun- 
man, to have treated Dillinger for 
a leg wound suffered in the battle, 
and the nurse, Mrs. Gurniath La Delle, 
were charged with conspiracy to har- 
bor a fugitive from justice and held 
on bonds of $50,000 each after plead- 
ing not guilty before U. S. Commis- 
sioner W. T. Goddard. 

Their preliminary hearing was ten- 
tatively set for May 2. 

The seriousness of the Indiana des- 
perado’s wound was not disclosed 
though department of justice opera- 
tives said Dr. May and his nurse both 
had made statements and identified 
Dillinger as the physician’s patient. 
Whether the gang leader had himself 
gone to the physician's office in the 
heart of the Minneapolis downtown 
district for treatment was also un- 
disclosed. 

Authorities said the physician was 
to have been paid $500 for treating 
Dillinger after he and Evelyn Frech- 
ette, his sweetheart now held in Chi- 
cago, shot their way out of a police 
trap in a local apartment March 31. 

Eugene Green, member of Dillin- 
ger's new mob, authorities said, was 
supposed to have taken a fee to the 
physician the night of April 3 for 
services to Dillinger. But Green was 
ambushed by federal opératives as he 
stopped en route to Minneapolis to 
call for luggage in the negro quarter 
here. Felled by a machine gun bullet, 
Green died last week. Several days 
before he had died he had mentioned 
in his ravings, induced by his wounds, 
that his« chieftain had been shot.

Sign-Off Bids. 

There are practically no rescue 
bids in contract bridge. However, cer- 
tain hands containing a long weak 
suit and little else demand that the 
eventual contract be in that suit and 
in no other. With holdings such as 
thes it is possible to make what is 
known as a “sign-off” bid. 

Sign-off bids are rarely made by 
the opening hand. In general, they 
are confined to the responding hand 
and occur only when a suit has been 
bid at least twice at a minimum 
range. The most common example is 
after a two notrump bid by the open- 
ing hand on the second round of the 
bidding.

Here the inference is decidedly weak- 
ness. North has several constructive 


bids at his command if he wishes the 
hand eventually to be played at gane.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


MONSTERS OF THE SEA. 
IV—Explaining Giant Serpents. 
If honest men of the sea declare 
phat they have seen snakes of mighty 
size swimming in the water, why 
should we doubt what they say? 

The answer, in brief, is this: 


“We cannot believe everything we 
think we see, and must on our 
guard against being fooled. Bodies of 
‘monsters’ have been washed ashore, 
but never the body of a mighty sea 
serpent.” 

It is not likely that men of science 
will accept the giant sea serpent as 
a fact until one of them, living or 
dead, is taken from the sea. 

Sea snakes have been found, but 
the largest of them so far as is known 
have a length of not more than 10 or 
12 feet. They are close relatives of 


the cobra famliy, and swim about the 
waters of the Indian ocean and the 
Pacific. They are black above and 
yellowish below. Their bite is deadly. 


It is not such snakes, however, 
which sea captains and sailors hove 


told about. Their serpents are said 
to measure from 50 feet to more than 
100 feet in length. 

The giant squid has been used to 


explain some sea serpent stories, This 
animal, when in full view, does not 
look in any wise a snake; but it has 
two long arms which might be mis- 
taken for the head of a serpent if held 
above the water. A squid can move 
either forward or backward, and can 
make good speed. Large members of 
the squid family weigh from 800 to 
1,000 pounds, and are more than 30 
feet long. A squid has short arms in 
addition to the great “‘seizing-arms.” 

That is one effort to explain the 
sea serpents, but I think that extra- 
long ribbon fish are a better answer. 

Ribbon fish, also called “oarfish,” 
are known to measure, in some cases, 
from 20 to 30 feet, and it may be 
that far longer ones exist. When 
swimming, they bend their slender 
bodies in a way which might suggest 
a snake in motion. 

On the other hand, it is not likely 
that a ribbon fish could hold its head 
above water so long as sea serpents 
are said to hold up theirs. 

Although the case for the giant sea 
sernent is not proved, it would seem 
well to keep our minds open on the 
subject. The known sea snakes are 
not very large. but it is possible that 
larger ones will be captured in time 
to come. Some ocean animals at 
death, sink to the bottom inatead of 
rising to the surface. and this may 
explain why bodies of giant serpents 
(if they are any) are not washed 
ashore.

Georgia Fields 
And Streams 
By H. A. Carter. 


Never before in. the history of this 
column have my readers shown such 
marked interest as they are showing 
now, if the flood of specimens that 
has been coming in steadily for the 
past week is an index to your feelings. 
I could almost literally say that 1 
have been covered with them, but such 
a covering would be too wet and cold 
right at this season to provoke pleas- 
ant thoughts. 

F. C. Boland, the same man that 
brought in the newts, came back today 
with a nice set of specimens. He 
brought in a small but very brilliant 
hog-nosed snake or “spreading adder” 
so-called, four species of frogs, and five 
live Fowler’s toads. This little snake 
was alive also, although I did suc- 
ceed in making him play dead. 

Another reader, H. L. Stearns, 


brought me the first perfect specimen 


of marbled salamander that has come 
to the collection. All others that I 
have had met with accident prior to 
meeting me, and had tails in various 
steces of regeneration. This one, 
however, is a beautifuly marked male, 
with a ground color of jet black 
erossed with more or less regular 
stripings of white. On the tail the 
white marks are perfectly spaced and 
uniform. 

A young man named Hugh Murray 
brought in a Virginia Rail that was 
killed by a boy with a sling-shot. Hugh 
was mad enough to bite nails about it 
and related in detail how be had torn 
up the sling-shot and threatened the 
lad with mayhem and manslaughter of 
he repeated the offense.

The house, meanwhile, approved the 
conference report on the bill to guar- 
antee the principal of $2,000,000,000 
in home loan bonds and provide $200,- 
000,000 for modernization of dwell- 

gs. | 
The measure goes to the 
final congressional action. 

The home building program which 
Walker is shaping probably will be 
administered by the Home Loan Bank 
Corporation but it is designed pri- 
marily to stimulate home construction, 
although funds for. modernization are 
to be provided also. 

Representative Smith, ‘demoérat, 
Washington, today detailed a plan he 
said had been approved by the ad- 
ministration, which corresponds close- 
ly to the program Walker already had 
tentatively outlined. 

Walker said, however, sone details 
of the building stimulus project re- 
mained to be decided. Mr. Roosevelt 
is expected to ask for legislation to 
carry out the program this session. 

‘Smith said the administration had 
in mind the establishment of a “fed- 
eral mutual mortgage insurance cor- 
poration.” This organization, he said, 
would insure the mortgages covering 
the property on which loans would 
be made by federal mortgage associa- 
tions. 

Construction loans up to 80 per cent 
of the value of the mortgaged prop 
erty would be allowed, Smith said. 
They would run for 28 years and 
would carry 5 per cent interest. 

He said modernization loans would 
hear the same interest but would be 
limited to a $200 minimum and $2,000 
maximum for repayment over 10 years. 

The associations would have a 85, 
000,000 capitalization, with power to 
issue bonds up to 15 times their capi- 
tal. The bonds would be guaranteed 
as to interest—and perhaps principal 
—by the treasury. 

Banking laws would be amended to 
enable banks to co-operate more fully 
with the undertaking, whose central 
purpose is to stimulate the lagging 
capital goods industries.

Columbus 
Roberts, of Columbus, has qualified 
to run for the post. 

Judge Sutton was appointed by 
Governor Richard B. Russell Jr. more 
than two years ago and was elected 
to serve out an unexpired term in the 
1932 primary. Thus far there has been 
no talk of opposition to his re-elec- 
tion. 

Others who qualified Wednesday 
included two superior court judges, 
Judge L. L. BroWn, of Fort Valley, 
and Judge John Rourke Jr., of Sa- 
vannah. Homer Watkins, of Rock- 
mart, qualified to run for solicitor- 
general in the Tallapoosa circuit 
where a vacancy occurs due to So- 
licitor-General S. W. Ragsdale’s re- 
tirement to private practice. Solicitor- 
Genera] J. Cecil Davis qualified to 
run for re-election in the Toombs cir- 
cuit and J. Fred Kelley, of Gaines- 
ville, qualified to run for solicitor- 
general in the Northeastern circuit, a 
post now held by Robert McMillan.
